SCOURGE IN OTHER PALACES 


Diplomats Flee from St. Petersburg— 


Medical Students Drink Solution of 
Cholera Germs to Test Vaccination. 


8ST, PETERSBURG, Sept. 23.—Not only 
has the number of cases of Asiatic chol- 
era in this city increased to-day, but the 
disease has invaded the aristocratic pre- 
cincts of St. Petersburg. It has even 
reached the Winter Palace, one case hav- 
ing been discovered in the servants’ quar- 
ters of the palace, in which extensive 
preparations are going on in the expecta- 
tion that the Emperor and Empress will 
spend part of the coming season in the 
capital. They are now cruising in Fin- 
nish waters. 

Other cases have been discovered in 
the palace of Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaievitch, the Tauride Palace, the 
palace of Prince Alexander Oldenburg, 
@ cousin of the Emperor, and the Imperial 
Opera House. 

A number of diplomats and prominent 
society people have hurried their depart- 
ure abroad, but the exodus has been 
checked to a considerable extent by the 
prospect of being held in quarantine at 
the frontier. 

Order Newspapers Discontinued, 


That a panic prevails among certain 
classes is illustrated by the fact that 
many well-to-do people have ordered their 
newspapers discontinued during the epi- 
demic. A Grand Duchess residing abroad, 
who is one of these, explained that she 
feared contagion through the mails. 

In order to test the efficacy of vaccina- 
tion in cholera cases several graduate stu- 
dents of St. Petersburg University volun- 
tarily permitted themselves to be vac- 
cinated, after which they drank a solution 
containing cholera germs. 

Among the cases reported in St. Peters- 
br 3 to-day is that of Court Councilor 
Nechtporenko, who was stricken while en- 
tertaining a party of guests. Two promi- 
nent merchants, several officials in the 
various Ministries, and other members of 
the better classes in the capital are to-day 
down with the dread malady. 

The accumulation of corpses at the 
graveyards continues to increase. There 
were ninety-two unburied bodies at the 
Preobrazhenskoe Cemetery this morning, 
and the regular mortuary train brought 
down 146 more. The sextons are able to 
inter only 120 bodies a day. 

Thé authorities have stopped navigation 
on the Catherine Canal, a winding and 
stagnant ditch that runs several miles 
into the heart of the city. 

The municipal authorities, realizing that 
there undoubtedly will be a renewal of 
the outbreak in the Spring, have appropri- 
ated $125,000 for the construction of four 
cholera hospitals, with a capacity of 2,000 
beds. : 
158 Deaths in 24 Hours, 


In spite of the prophecy of the doctors 
that the epidemic reacned its climax yes- 
terday, the report for the twenty-four 
hours ended at noon to-day shows 436 
cases and 158 deaths. This is an increase 
of nineteen cases and a decrease of 
eighteen deaths as compared with Tues- 
day's statistics. 

The disease has broken out among the 
cadets at the Paviowsk Military Academy, 
one of the most important higher military 
schools in the empire. Forty students 
have been sent to hospital, and two 
deaths already have been announced. Sev- 
eral attendants at the academy also have 


been stricken. The academy has been 
closed and the remaining cadets sent into 
camp at Krasnoe-Selo. 

A servant in the Second Miltary School 
has developed the cholera, and measures 
are being taken to prevent an outbreak 
in this institution, he disease was con- 
veyed to these two schools in the rations 
served cut to the students. 


BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Up to noon to-day 
none of the cholera suspects in the Vir- 
chow Hospital had developed the malady, 
nor had bacteriological examination dem- 
onstrated the presence of the disease 
among the persons being detained along 
the Russian frontier. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 23.—All Russian emi- 
Grante bound for American ports are now 
etained here for five days before em- 
barkation, and as a further precaution 
against the spread of cholera their bag- 
gage is thoroughly disinfected. These 
measures are being enforced in accord- 
ance with recent instructions from the 
State Department at Washington, and are 
based upon the American quarantine reg- 
ulations. 


WYMAN CONFERS WITH DOTY. 


New York Health Officer Aids In Keep- 
Ing Cholera Out. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.~—In line with 
the precautionary plans of the Public 
Health and Marine Hospital service to 
prevent the introduction of Asiatic cholera 
into the United States a series of confer- 
ences have been held within the last few 
days between Surgeon General Wyman 
and Health Officer Doty of New York to

ship lines operating from places where

this country. 

For some time there were two such 
lines, but recently one of these was with- 
drawn, though not on account of the 
cholera situation. Libau is the only port 
at which Russians emigrate direct to the 
United States, and it will be ctosed when 
Winter sets in. 

Dr. Doty is coeoperating with the Marine 
Hospital service in taking steps to pre- 
vent cholera spreading to this country. 


Manila Cholera Is Abating.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The War De- 
partment to-day received an encouraging 
report from Gov. Gen. Smith as to the 
cholera situation in the Philippines. The 
number of new cases ‘has fallen off, he 
declared.

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BIDDLE FIGHTS TO A DRAW. 


Philadelphia Soclety Man and ex- 
Champion in a Hard Ring Battle.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—There was 


an old score to settle when A. J. Drexel 
Biddle met Philadelphia Jack O’Brien in 
the ring this afternoon at a private West 


Walnut Street gymnasium. Last Winter, 
as a wind-up to the indoor season of the 
Merion Cricket Club, Tony Biddle, as he 
is known in club life, met the former 
world’s champion middleweight in a hot 
bout. The society man, poet, and athlete 
was ill and was beaten by O’Brien. 

Biddle has persistently asked O’Brien 
for a return match. The latter is train- 
ing for a six-round bout with Sam Lang- 
ford, who aspires to be the heavyweight 
champion of the world. Biddle has been 
getting himself fit for a hunting trip in 
the northern part of Maine. Neither 
could complain of lack of physical condi- 
tion. 

In the presence of a half dozen clubmen 
the men fought it out in four of the 
hardest rounds ever witnessed in this 
vicinity. At the end Biddle was bleeding 
at the nose and mouth, while his left eyé 
gave indication of taking on mourning. 
O'Brien's lips were swollen, his nose was 
slightly flattened, and a big red patch’ on 
his ribs showed where Biddle’s vicious 
right’ hand body swings had landed. Both 
men were nearly exhausted and there was 
little to choose between them. 

Biddle played continually for the body, 
and many of his blows made O'Brien 
wince. The clever middleweight kept 
jabbing away at Biddle’s mouth and 
nose, but the latter always came back for 
more, 

The young society man is confident he 
can drop O’Brien, and when he returns 
from the hunting trip it will be arranged 
for a bout of longer duration in private. 

To-day’s contest was one of the most 
exciting and vicious that has ever been 
seen in this city. O’Brien had his prestige 
to defend, while Biddle was eager to 
wipe out the old score. In the last round 
science was thrown to the winds, and 
the men slugged with rights and lefts 
until the timekeeper called a halt. They 
shook hands, but {t was evident that each 
was eager to continue. Friends of both 
stopped them, 

Biddle left on the 8:55 o'clock train for 
Boston to-night, with Howard Houston 
Henry. From there they are to go to 
Islesboro as the guests of George W. 
Childs-Drexel, where they will join Bid- 
dle’s two brothers, Craig and Livingston, 
and a hunting party with guides, and will 
go to the wilds of Maine in quest of big 
game until Oct. 10, 


FOR A NEW NORMAL COLLEGE. 


Trustees Take Steps to Bulld One at 
a Cost of $500,000. 


President George S. Davis of the Nor- 
mal College told the Trustees of that 
institution yesterday afternoon that the 
present college buildings were not fit for 
the girls of New York, were not large 
enough, and were poorly adapted. He 
urged immediate steps to obtain a new 
building to cost not less thah $500,000, 
and suggested that it be built on the 
same site, which, he said, was unsur- 
passed. It was in a quiet neighborhood, 
yet eas} of access, and with the comple- 
tion of the east side subway there would 
bo a station in the basement of the main 
building. 

President Davis complained that the 
present main building is old, rambling, 
with great space lost on account of the 
poor design. It was only right that the 
city should do better by its girls than 
that, he said. He asked that a special 
committee be named by Chairman Win- 
throp of the board to start at once a 
movement for a building which would be 
a credit to the city and would meet the 
growing demands of the college. 

The Trustees took the matter up eager- 
ly. On the motion of Commissioner Har- 
rison it was voted to appoint such a com- 
mittee, with Mr. Winthrop as Chairman. 
President Davis said later that it was 
the general idea to tear down the pres- 
ent structure, facing on Park Avenue, in 
which are the chapel, library, and a few 
classrooms. With $500,000, he said, 4 
handsome structure of classical design 
could be erected on this plot, fronting on 
Sixty-eighth Street. The new building, he 
said, could be given over to college work 
and to have the chapel or assembly hall 
in another building at the side or in the 
rear of the new. The latter is to contain 
the library, classrooms, and executive 
offices. 

While the structure is being erected, it 
was suggested yesterday, the students 
could use temporary buildings which could 
be built on either side of the building 
in which the classrooms are now. Presi- 
dent Davis told the Trustees that if 
necessary the new building could be erect- 
ed in sections, the girls using parts of 
it as completed. 

There are now 600 girls in the collegi- 
ate department of the Norma] College. 
President Davis says he expects this 
number to be increased within a reason- 
able time to 1,200. He wants to build 


on that basis. 
FLUSHING HIGH SCHOOL AFIRE, 


Building Partly Burned and Nearly 
3,000 Pupils Deprived of School Room. 


Flushing’s High School, No, 20, at San- 
ford Avenue and Union Street, where 
nearly 8,000 boys and girls are enrolled, 
was partially destroyed by fire last night, 
with the result that nearly all the chil- 
dren in Flushing will have a holiday to- 
day. The fire started in the laboratory 
on the fifth floor, and nobody seems to 
know the cause. Janitor Thomas Bitton 
was the man who discovered the blaze 
and turned in the alarm, 

The Flushing Volunteer Firemen, find- 
ing that they had a blaze on their hands 
that they could not handle with the poor 
water pressure, called on Bayside and 
Elmhurst for assistance, The fire was 
finally got under control after it had de- 
stroyed the top floor and the cupola and 
the building had been damaged by water, 
The loss, which is covered by insurance, 
is estimated at $15,000.

PLUNGES TO DEATH 


Real Estate Broker Either Jumps 


or Falls from Window in 
West End Avenue. 


RUMOR OF BAD INVESTMENT 


Alone In Apartment at the Time, His 
Daughters Having Left Town 
to Visit Friends. 


John A. Hegeman, Princeton graduate 
and junior partner in the real estate firm 
of Adrian G. Hegeman & Co. of 170 
Broadway, either jumped or fell yester- 
day afternoon from the bedroom window 
of his apartments on the fourth floor of 
the Monticello, 400 West End Avenue. 
The sound of his fall was heard by other 
residents of the apartment house, and 
his body was found lying, partly clad, In 
the narrow areaway which separates the 
Monticello on the north side from another 
apartment house, Death must have been 
almost instantaneous. 

Mr. Hegeman is known to have made 
an unfortunate investment some months 
ago, but Coroner Acritelli, after an ex~- 
amination of the body and the bedroom, 
said the probabilities were that Mr, 
Hegeman was seized with a fit of dizzi- 
ness and fell out of the window acciden?- 
ally. 

Mr. Hegeman, who was a widower, re- 
turned to his apartment on the fourth 
floor shortly after 8 o’clock. The apart- 
ment was deserted except for a servant 
named Katle McDermott. Both of Mr, 
Hegeman’s daughters went into the coun- 
try in the morning. The elder, Aletta, 
who is 28 years old, went to Cape Cod 
to visit some relatives of Dr. Stafford B. 
Smith of 268 West Eighty-fourth Street. 
The younger, Lucy, 22 years old, went to 
visit friends at Blairstown, N. J. 

At about 5:30 Mr. Hegeman told the 
servant she could go out. About ten min- 
utes after she left the apartment Will- 
fam Gilchrist, janifor of the Montloello, 
while in the basement engine room, heard 
a heavy body strike the stone pavement 
in the areaway on the north side of the 
Monticello. He ran out and found Mr. 
Hegeman's dead body on the flagging. 
It was clad only in underclothing, and 
the skull was crushed, 

Gilchrist dragged the body into the 
basement and with other tenants hur- 
ried up to the Hegeman apart- 
ments, He found the window be- 
side the desk in Mr, Hegeman’s bed- 
room wide open. Near by was an over- 
turned chair. ' Mr, Hegeman’s outer gar- 
ments lay on the bed, as though he had 
been undressing or redressing. The eleo- 
tric Hght wiring had been torn from the 
wall over the desk, as though he had 
grasped it in his fall, Gilchrist notified 
the police, and also the dead man's sis- 
ter, Mrs, Katherine Lillibridge of 425 
West End Avenue, who took charge of 
the apartments until the Misses Hege- 
man return to town, 

Coroner Acritelli, after viewing the body, 
said he believed that Mr. Hegeman, after 
dsmissing the servant, took a cold bath, 
and, being heavily built, had been subse- 
quently seized with a fit of vertigo while 
dressing. The window from which he fel! 
was barely a foot and a half above the 
floor. The Coroner said that he might 
have lost his balance and toppled over the 
sill while dizzy, or while trying to draw 
on some article of clothing, 

Mr. Hegeman was 56 years old and 
was graduated from Princeton with the 
class of 1876. Later he took his degree 
at the College of Physicians and Ssur- 
geons. He was a member of the Univer- 
sity and Union League Clubs. Until the 
death of his wife, three years ago, he 
practiced medicine at Passaic, N. J, With 
his two daughters he then came to the 
city and entered the real estate business 
with his brother, Adrian G. Hegeman. 

Mr. Hegeman’s tragic death gave rise to 
& rumor last night that he had met with 
financial losses and committed suicide, 
His brother, whose town house is at 9 
East Thirty-ninth Street, has been in 
Europe for the last two months, During 
his absence the other partner had charge 
of the company’s affairs. 

It was recalled that he had been per- 
suaded by some promoters to Invest con- 
siderable money in an enterprise which 
subsequently turned out to be far from 
what he supposed. The incident became 
public when the promoters and Hegeman 
had a stormy interview at the latter's 
apartment in the Monticello. The pro- 


moters were finally ejected by Hegeman 
and the servants.

Attention was first called to the pro- 
posed expedition by advertisements sev- 
eral months ago calling for recruits, 
graduates of the United States Navy and 
Army being preferred. A reporter of 
the paper in question claims to have en- 
listed and secured information, 

Offices were opened in Boston, Worces- 
ter, and Lynn, and 600 men were secured. 
These were divided into 800 infantrymen, 
200 cavalrymen, and 100 artillerymen. The 
men were to receive $15 a month until 
departure, then $30. 

Mauser carbines, United States cavalry 
sabres, .45-calibre revolvers, four machine 
guns, and two Hotchkiss guns with other 
equipment, it is claimed, have already 
been purchased. 

A British tramp steamer had been se- 
cured, it is claimed, to transport the 
troops and arms to South America. A 
fishing schooner was to take the men 
and arms out of Boston Harbor to the 
three-mile limit, where the tramp steam- 
er would be met. A former Major in the 
United States Army, who lives in Provi- 
dence, R. I., was secured to command 
and the date of departure was set for} 
Oct, 1, The =~ was to proceed to the 
Caribbean and land the force at the 
mouth of the Magdalena River, from 
which point the forces would march upon 
Barranquilla, ten miles inland, and attack 
the Government houses. 

It is asserted the expedition was hatched 
in Colombia late last year, and arose 
through the jealousy of former members 
of the Cabinet of President Rafael Reyes.

INTO THE CAMPAIGN 


At Bryan’s Urgent Appeal He Will 
Emerge from Retirement 
to Bring Harmony. 


TO HEAD A COMMITTEE 


He Will Endeavor to Spread Peace 
In the New York Democracy 
Where ‘War is Now On. 


It was made known last night that ex- 
Gov. David Bennett Hill is to take an 
active part in the campaign in this State, 
and may have something to do with the 
direction of the Democratic National 
campaign, if present plans are carried out. 

Mr. Hill came to town yesterday to 
confer with the Democratic leaders, and 
within a short time he will spend most 
of his days in the city, actively engaged 
tn politics, which he has eschewed for 
the last five years. 

During his recent visit to this city Mr. 
Bryan talked over the State situation 
with both Charles F. Murphy and Norman 
FE. Mack. He expressed a strong desire 
that the factional fights in all parts of the 
State should be settled without delay, so 
that the whole party would be united in 
the last days of the fight. In this he 
followed the same harmonizing tactics 

hat he has been pursuing all over the 
country. It is said that fn his talks with 
Murphy and Conners he expressed the 
belief that Mr. Hill was one of the few 
Democrats in the State who, being en- 
tirely disinterested in the factional fights, 
might be able to bring about the perfect 
peace that he so much desired. 

Last Sunday Mr. Bryan went to Wol- 
fert’s Roost to see Mr. Hill. When he 
first suggested to the ex-Governor that 
he take an active part in the campaign, 
Mr. Hill firmly declined. Mr. Bryan 
then pointed out, it is said, that there was 
great need of harmony; that Mr. Hill, 
possibly more than any one man, would 
be able to bring it about, and that, at 
most, his services would be required for 
only a few weeks. He made the plea a 
personal one, and assured Mr. Hill that he 
would only be expected to act in an ad- 
visory capacity, and that he would not be 
bothered in the slightest with the details 
of the work. 

Mr. Hill is said to have consented to 
take up the work. Yesterday he came to 
town and conferred first with Mr. Mack 
and then, it {s said, with State Chairman 
Conners. He left for Albany early in 
the afternoon without making any state- 
ment. Later in the day Mr. Conners made 
the announcement that within a few days 
he would appoint an Executive Committee 
of the State Committee. When asked who 
the Chairman of that committee was to be 
he said: 

“The Chairman will be a big up-State 
Democrat who for some time has been 
outside the breastworks.”’ 

As this description exactly fitted Mr. 
Hill, and as the ex-Governor had +been 
in the Hoffman House earlier, Mr. Con- 
ners was asked whether he had Mr. Hill 
in mind, but he refused to say.

Workingman’s Interests 


at Heart. 


BIG RECEPTION IN CHICAGO 


Republican Candidate Starts on His 
Tour of the West—Speaks 


at Ade’s Farm. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—William H. Taft, 
Republican candidate for President, in 


two addresses to-night opened what his 


leaders declared would be from now on 


an aggressive campaign. Speaking before 
the Railway Men's Independent Taft Clup 
in Orchestra Hall, Mr. Taft paid his res- 
pects to union labor, dealing particulariy 
with decisions in labor cases rendered by 
him when a Federal Judge. 


A large crowd, forming an overflow 
meeting in Michigan Avenue, surrounded 


Mr. Taft as he reached Orchestra Hall, 
which was already packed. Standing in 
his automobile Mr. Taft delivered an in- 
formal address to the street auditors. He 
said he believed that no Judge had ever 
had the interest of the laboring men at 
heart more than he had now, and had had 
when a Judge. He was proud to say that 
he frequently had been called in consul- 
tation with President Roosevelt on labor 
questions, and that his own and the Pres- 
ident’s views were in accord. He referred 
to Mr. Bryan and Samuel Gompers as 
“among those people who are always 
full of enthusiasm for union labor when 
they are running for office.”’ 

“ But,’’ continued Mr. Taft, “‘ you've got 
te get men like Theodore Roosevelt when 
you want them to do things.” 

That Mr. Taft had not suffered from 


the fatigues of the day was shown when, 


after entering the hall and béing intro- 
duce@ by Frank Larabee, Chairman of 
the meeting, he announced his willingness 
to shake hands after the speech with 
each of the 3,000 persons in the hall. 
Most of his auditors were railway men. 


Addresses Railroad Men. 


After showing that more legislation in 
favor of labor had come from the Repub- 
ican Party than from the Democratic, 
Judge Taft reviewed his action in the 
Moores & Co., Toledo & Ann Arbor, and 
Phelan cases, in which his decisions have 
been criticised as showing unfriendliness 
te organized labor, and continued: 

“Chere was one more injunction sult 
to which I have made reference, but in 


which the operation of the injunction was 
not against laboring people, but against 
@ combination of iron pipe manufactur- 
ers, who, residing in some eleven States, 
divided up the territory, and by their 
aeons maintained the prices of iron 
pibe at an exorbitant figure, monopolized 
he whole production within those States, 
and divided the profits of this arrange- 
ment between the members of the com- 
bination. 

“A suit was brought in the Ctfroult 
Court, and an application made by the 
United States for an injunction to enjoin 
the combination from proceeding and to 

ak it up. ‘he circuit Judge eld that 
there was no power to issue such an in- 
unction, and no jurisdiction in the court 
© grant such a remedy. I sat in the 
Court of Appeals to entertain an appeal 

the Government from the decision of 

Cirouit Court, and rendered the opin- 
ion of the Circuit Court of Appeals. We 
there decided that an injunction would 
issue; the injunction did fssue, and the 
combination was broken up. 

“'The case was subsequently carried 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and the judgment was affirmed. 
I merely instance this to show that the 
injunction works both ways, and that {t 
4s useful both in keeping lawless laboring 

en and lawless capitalists within the 


Ww. 

“Mr. Bryan says I, am the father of 
injunctions in industrial causes. This is 
not true. The use of the injunction was 
in accordance with precedent in a num- 
ber of cases which I cited, both In the 
Arthur case and in the Phelan case. I 
am not apologizing for what I did in 
these cases, for they were in accordance 
with my duty as a Judge. 

“Another point which I distinctly de- 
cided in these cases was that no tem- 
porary restraining order or injunction 
‘would issue to prevent a man’s leaving 
the employ of a railway, and, therefore, 
that no injunctions could issue to restrain 
men from acting In concert and going on 
@ strike. 


Justified by Precedent. 


*Objection is made to the use of the 
injunction in such disputes. All I have 
to say on that point is that precedent 
justifies tt, and that the man whose busi- 


ness is injured by unlawful action of 
former employes frequently has no other 
remedy which is at all adequate. The 
owner of a business, whether railroad 
business or any other, is entitled to be 
protected in his pursuit of it and to im- 
munity from unlawful injury to it. To 
take away from him the remedy by in- 
junction, which has always been his, 
merely because it sometimes leads to the 
unishment of those who violate the in- 
unction without trial by jury, is to in- 
troduce into the law class legislation in 
favor of employes and laboring men, and 
it Is to take them out of the ordinary 
operation of civil remedies because they 
are laborers. I say that that kind of 
class legislation is pernicious. 
“Objection is made to the issuing of in- 
nections without notice. There is oppor- 
unity for abuse in such a practice, though 
there are cases when no other remedy 
seems adequate. I have been willing, 
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nevertheless, to adopt a rule by which 
notice shall be required before the issuing 
of any injunction, temporary or other- 
wise. The Republican Convention, how- 
ever, thought it wiser that the best pres- 
ent practice should be embodied in a stat- 
ute in order. to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the court, and in that way fut- 
ure abuses could be avoided. I hope and 
believe that this is true. Under the Re- 
publican platform a statute can pass and 
ought to pass which shall not allow a tem- 
porary restraining order to tissue and have 
effect for more than forty-eight hours 
unless a hearing can be had during that 


forty-eight hours extending the operation 
of the injunction, 


“The Democratic platform does not give 
any remedy with respect to notice. It 
merely resolves that injunctions ought not 
to be issued in industrial disputes where 
they would not issue in other disputes. 
This is either meaningless or deceitful. 


Effect of Jury Trial. 
“The provision in the Democratic plat- 


form that a trial ‘by jury shall be al- 


lowed in all cases in which a charge 
of contempt is made for violation of the 
orders of court outside of the presence of 
the Judge would greatly weaken the 
power of the court. To introduce a jury 
trial between a final order and its en- 


forcement and between the routine orders 


bringing witnesses and jurors into court 


would so hamper the administration of 
justice as to make the courts a laughing 
stock. It may be popular to suggest such 
a change. It may attract the support 
and approval of those who do not under- 
stand its real effect, but so long as I have 
power of expression and without regard 
to how it may effect me politically, I shall 
lift my voice in protest against such a 
destructive step in our judicial procedure. 


“Mr. Bryan says that this proposed 
amendment by which a jury, trial shall 
be introduced in contempt cases was ap- 
eet ot by Senator Sherman of Ohio, 
enator Allison of Iowa, Senator Hale of 
Maine, Senator Hawley of Connecticut, 
Senator Morrill of Vermont, and Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota. I deny it, and I

“The fact is that the bill as oxtgaedy, 
roposed, left the question of al by 
ury in the discretion of the court. Sena- 
tor Butler introduced an amendment by 
which it was made gee gt 4 to have 
such a trial, and the bill and the amend- 
ment were opposed by Senator Platt of 
Connecticut, who was senior Republican 
member of the Judiciary Committee, and 
in whose opinion it is reasonable to infer 
the Senators named by Mr. Bryan con- 
curred, for he was, of course, Republican 
leader tn judicial matters. The bill was 
passed by a viva voce vote without a roll 
call in a Democratic Senate, and there is 
nothing in the records to show the facts 
to be as Mr. Bryan states them.” 

“It hag been sought to give the impres- 
sion that this record of mine as a Judge 
shows that I am unfriendly to labor. 
Nothing could be further from the fact. 
As the executive in charge of the work 
on the Panama Cana] I have had under 
me for four years upward of 30,000 la- 
borers. It has given me pleasure to de- 
vote a great deal of my time to the con- 
sideration of the welfare, as well as of 
the pay of the men employed under the 
Government in that great enterprise. 

“The whole country is dependent upon 
prosperity of the railroads. The truth fs 
that the railroads are the greatest single 
market that we have for manufactured 
roducts. We are all interested, there- 
ore, that the credit of the railroads 
should be such as to enable them to bor- 
row the money with which to carry on 
constructive work. Is it not apparent to 
you, therefore, that the election of Mr. 
Bryan to the powerful office of Presi- 
dent, with his unstable financial theories 
and his uncertain economic propositions, 
will convince every one having capital to 
invest that the business future of the 
country is uncertain, and that it is safer 
to withhold their money? I submit to 
those most interested, to th intelligent 
audience, that this Is the issue of the full 
dinner pail that ys to make them for 
a third time reject Mr. Bryan's claims to 
be elected to the Presidency as a helpful 
friend of the workingman.”’

Judge Taft left Cincinnati at 8 o’clock 
this morning in a special train over the 
Big Fdur Rallroad and attended at Brook, 
Ind., this afternoon a remarkable rally at 
the farm of George Ade, the humorist. 
All forenoon, from miles around the coun- 
tryside, buggies, family .carryalls, hay 
tacks, arid farm vehicles of every descrip- 
tion crowded the roads ‘leading to Hazel- 
den, the country home of George Ade, 
When the candidate, seated in the hu- 
morist’s automobile, reached the farm he 
was driven through a veritable gantlet 
of vehicles hitched to telephone poles, 
fence posts, trees, or anything else calcu- 
lated to restrain the horses. 

Not only were Ade’s neighbors present in 
force, but there were delegations from 
all over Indiana, and from Cincinnati and} 


Chicago. Combining political symbolism 
with i hospitality, Mr. Ade fur- 
nished luncheons for all in ‘full dinner 
pails.”’ 

In beginning his address, Judge Taft al- 
luded to his host as the “‘ Indiana Sultan 
of Sulu,” and declared that the Philippine 
original had no advantage over Ade as 
an entertainer. He reviewed Mr. Bryan's 
political career and asked the farmers 
who heard him whether they thought in 
view of that record he was a fit man to 
intrust with the affairs of the Nation. 

A friend suggested to Judge Taft a few 
days ago that his Western tour was an 
invasion of the ‘“‘enemy’s country,” but 
the Republican candidate refused to ac- 
cept that designation, replying:

MACHINES HARD HIT 


Essex Senator Won Over Ray- 


mond by 1,300, While Jer- 
sey Bosses Suffered. 


OVERTURNING _ IN ESSEX 


Many Countles In the State Downed 


the Regulars—State Chairman Mur 
phy Condemns New Primary Law. 


The results of the New Jersey direct 
primaries showed yesterday that ma- 


chine politics had been dealt one of the 


hardest blows in the history of that 


State.. Chief among these were the re- 
sults in Essex County, which showed that 
Everett Colby had obtained renomination 
for the State Senatorship on the Repub- 
lican ticket by upward of 1,300 majority, 
defeating the regular candidate, Thomas 


L. Raymond, in face of the confbined op- 
position of all factions of the party in the 


county. Late last night’the Colby men 
declared that the Colby majority would be 
nearer 1,800. 

Not only was Colby successful, but also 
his running mate in the campaign, WiIl- 
jam Fellowes Morgan, received the nomi!- 
nation for Sheriff by a total that equaled 
the combined vote of his two nearest 
rivals.

Colby headquarters announced last night 
that Senator Colby’s majority over Ray- 
mond was 1,766. On this the New Idea 
men base the belief that they have car- 
ried their entire Assembly ticket of eight 
nominees out of a total of eleven. The 
Colby men indorsed the three regular As- 
sembly candidates who were chosen. 

At midnight the regulars and New Idea 
men were still claiming the Republican 
Assembly ticket. The regulars concede 
two New Idea Assembly nominations. The 
New Idea men claim the entire eleven 
by an average of 750, All city districts 
give Bock for Mayor 11,346; Forman, New 
Idea, 10,596. Morgan's plurality fer the 
Shrievalty nomination is 5,000 or more. 
Osborn, the anti-machine Democratic can- 
didate for Senator, won by 900. Harri- 
gan’s plurality for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Mayor is 4,000 to 5,000. 


W.F. Morgan’s Fine Race for Sheriff, 


On account of the many other Repub- 
lican candidates for Sheriff in Essex 
County, William Fellowes Morgan made 
@ runaway race of the contest. With a 
score of city districts still untabulated, 
Morgan has a total vote equal to the 
combined votes for Samuel Wilson, regu- 


lar nominee, and Ralph Schmidt, Liberal 
Excise Independent. Morgan's nomina- 
tion was the first certainty of the fight. 

For Mayor of Newark the Colby nomi- 
nee, George Forman, was beaten by a 
thousand votes by the regular nominee, J. 
Frank Bock. 

The Essex Democratic machine has ap- 
parently suffered another defeat in the 
State Senatorial nomination, as the re- 
turns, 90 per cent. of which have been 
tabulated, give a victory to Harry Vs Os- 
borne, an Independent, over Absalom 
Bachmann, regular, by a few hundred 
votes. The regular Democratic Assembly 
ticket was successful. It will be a week 
before the final tabulation is completed. 

The Republican machine in Essex 
County was not:the only sufferer there, 
however, for by the nomination of Will- 
jam Harrigan as Democratic ‘candidate 
for Sheriff, the organization leaders of 
that party were shown to be helpless in 
attempting to direct the votes ‘of their 
supposed constituents. Without organi- 
zation and without campaign funds, and 
with only the fortuitous fitting of his 
name to the words of a popular song, 
Harrigan swept the county, being vic- 
torious over Isaac Shoenthal of Orange, 
an independent candidate, by a big mar- 
gin, and losing the organization candi- 
date, James A. Rowe, with no difficulty 
whatever. 


New Idea Beaten in Hudson, 


The complete returns in Hudson County 
show that the regular Republicans had a 
majority of 8,000 over the New Idea 
and Dickinson wing of the party. The 
regulars also won the Congressional fight 
and will nominate William D. Ives in 


the Ninth District. Their candidate 1 
the Tenth District has not yet bean. Ps 
lected. Thomas P. Connolly, the candi-

of the ministers. James J. Kelly will be 
the Democratic candidate for Sheriff, and 
the Congressional conventions will nom- 
inate Eugene F. Kinkead in the Ninth 
District to succeed Bugepe W. Leake, and 
in the Tenth they will name James A.

While organization poutics triumphed 
in many parts of the State at the prima- 
ries, supposéd strongholds of bossism 
went toppling over in an easy fashion that 
surprised all New Jersey. Morris County, 
Republican and machine led for years, 
rose and repudiated its veteran leader, 
Daniel 8. Voorhees, solidly, turning down 


his chief protégé, John M. Mills, candi- 


date for County Clerk, by a margin that 
settled the outcome early in the race. 

Following the Sunday closing move of 
Gov. Fort, the most interest in South 
Jersey was centred in Atlantic City, 
Where, by the Republication renomina- 
tion of Mayor Stoy for that office, the 
resort expressed a self-satisfaction not 
unexpected and incidentally showed its 
disapproval of Gov. Fort’s campaign for 
Sunday closing. John Murtland, a Coun- 
cilman, was made the Democratic Mayor- 
alty choice. Otherwise there were no sur- 
prises. 

In Cumberland County, the home of ex- 
Gov. Edward Caspar Stokes, the local 
option candidate for Assembly, Assembly- 
man B. Frank Buck, was successful. 

Gloucester County, a Republican strong- 
hold, had a battle within party ranks be- 
tween State Senator Avis and Representa-

PATRICK MAKES NEW APPEAL. 


Calls on U. S. Supreme Court to Re- 
verse Decision Against Him. 


Fresh interest was created in the case 
of Albert T. Patrick, now serving a life 
sentence in Sing Sing for the murder of 
William M. Rice, by a personal appeal 
sent yesterday to the United States Su- 
preme Court from the order of Judge 
Lacombe, denying the defendant's appli- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus to be 
heard at Washington on Oct. 12. 

The notice of appeal was served on the 
Warden of the State Prison at Qjns 
Sing and on Attorney General Jackson, 
as counsel for the Prison Board. Deputy 
Attorney General Dickheiser of 299 
Broadway, who has the matter in hand, 
will consult District Attorney Jerome and 
act in conjunction with his office in tak- 
ing action in the case. 

The order denying the writ of habeas 
corpus was signed by Judge Lacombe on 
June 20, and the order allowing appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court was 
signed by the same Judge on July 15. 

One of the principal grounds of Pat- 
rick’s appeal is that he has be denied 
a constitutional trial. He cites the opin- 
fon of three dissenting Judges of the 
Court of Appeals who said ne did not 
get a fair trial, and that the action of 
the late Gov. Higgins changing the death 
sentence to imprisonment for life was un- 
warranted. In his appeal Patrick re- 
quests that the case be expedited. He 
adds that the treatment of the prisoners 
at Sing Sing injures them morally, men- 
tally, and physically.

Much excitement attended the sailing 
yesterday afternoon of the Cunarder 
Mauretania. The vessel, sound of hull, 
is crossing the Atlantic with only two of 
her four screws in commission, and it is 
possible that she may take a week to} 
make the voyage. The regular American | 
mail the Mauretania would have carried | 
was sent out by the Oceanic, which sailed | 
at 10°A. M. 

The first flurry of excitement came 
about fifteen minutes before the vessel 
was ready to sail, when George Oldhen 
of 27 Broadway, who gave his occupation 
as a bartender, wandered out on the 
upper deck. He was down to see a broth- 
er depart, it was learned afterward. In 
some unaccountable way Oldhen either 
jumped or fell over the rail. It was a 
sixty-foot drop before he struck.the wa- 
ter. 

On deck there was a rush to the rail as 
the man disappeared. Patrick Halligan, 
one of the Mauretania’s firemen, was 
leaning over the rail on a deck below, 
forty-five feet from the water, when 
Oldhen shot past. In a jiffy the fireman 
was on the rail and jumped after the 
man, He got him, and was having hard 
work to keep Oldhen and himself afloat, 
when Francis Murphy, @ sailor, came 
down a rope from the upper deck, hand 
over hand, 

Halligan managed to get the struggling 
bartender over to the dangling end of the 
rope, and with Murphy's assistance they 
hung on while a laun¢h came to their 
assistance, The two rescuers clambered 
on board the launch after they had hoist- 
ed Oldhen into it. 

When Oldhen was landed on the pier 
he was arrested by Policeman McCabe,of 
Traffic Squad B. The passengers had 
hardly done cheering at the rescue be- 
fore a launch steamed in under the bow 
of the Mauretania, and two bill posters 
got out their tools of trade, and started 
to decorate the side of the ship with a 
three-sheet poster telling of a Broadway 
They had the first sheet up, and 
were getting the second on, when Capt.

GERMANY ON MOROCCO NOTE. 


Insists That France Shall Not Have a 
Free Hand in Settling Accounts. 


PARIS, Sept. 23.—A telegraphic résumé 
of Germany's reply to the Franco-Spanish 
note on Morocco reached Paris to-day 
from Jules Cambon, the French Ambas- 
sador to Berlin, and already has beén the 
subject of a conference between Foreign 
Minister Pichon and Premier Clemenceau. 
The text of the reply is coming by a 
special messenger and will not arrive here 
until to-morrow. 

Officials are reticent with regard to this 
telegram; nevertheless, it has been learned 
from a competent source that the princi- 
pal difficulty raised by Germany con- 
cerns the question of the reimbursement 
of France and Spain for the expenses in- 
curred by their military occupation of 
Morocco, 

While Germany does not deny that 
France has a right to certain reimburse- 
ments in this regard, she takes the posi- 
tion that France and Spain acted under 
the Algeciras act, and therefore without 
a special mandate, and that consequently 
all the powers have a right to know and 
examine the terms of the settlement. 

In other words, France has no right to 
complete arrangements without consult- 
ing the signatories of the Algeciras act, 
and particularly she should not exact 
special guarantees from Mulai Hafid, such 
as, for instance, the occupation of terri- 
tory ugtil the debt is liquidated. This 
is the crux of the German objection, and 
the point mogt likely to lead to a sharp 
controversy. | 

While the form of Germany’s reply is 
concilatory, ‘the substance leaves little 
doubt that Germany intends to insist that 
France shall not have a free hand in set- 
tling her accounts With Morocco. 

There is reason to believe, in conneoc- 
tion with the questions of the occupation 
of Moroccan territory, that Germany in- 
tends to raise the matter of the occupation 
of Oudja, on the Algerian frontier, where 
the French have been for the last eighteen 
months. 

This naturally will prove a thorny point, 
but the alarmists have been somewhat 
reassured by the semi-official intimation 
that the reservations made by Germany 
are not considered as constituting an in- 
surmountable obstacle to an agreement.

Columbia University began its 155th | 
academic year yesterday with what 
said to be the largest freshman class in | 
{ts history. The total registration in all | 
departments of the schoo] also exceeded | 
that for any other year. The enrollment} 
was particularly heavy in the engineering 
course. ; 

Following an old tradition, freshmen 
and sophomores at Columbia indulged in 
the annual opening day college ‘ scrap.” 
When it was all over South Field re- 


sembled a remnant counter in a de- 
partment store, so varied and numerous 
were the pieces of what was once wear- 
{ng apparel. 

In the absence of President Butler, the 
Dean of Political Science in Columbia, 


Prof. Burgess, made the address of wel- 


come, 

In speaking of the system of exchange 
of educators between Germany and the 
United States, in which he said President} 
Butler had taken eo active and prominent 
& part, Dean Burgess said that President 
Butler had long fostered a plan for the] 
extension of the system until it would in- 


clude the entire Teutonic world. Presi- 
dent Butler, who has been abroad this 
Summer in the interests of this work, is 
now on his way home. 

“Owing largely to President Butler’s 
efforts,”” he said, “the Scandinavian 
Btates have been brought within the cir- 


tle of this cultural union, a union which 


will soon embrace Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Bweden, Norway, England, and the United 
States. The mighty race which dominates 
these great countries will develop through 
this educational co-operation a harmony 
In world ideals which shall serve as the 
true and lasting foundation of a real 


world civilization.” 

Referring to what he termed “ the other 
great service which President Butler has 
tecently rendered,’’ Dean Burgess said: 

*““We are now on the eve of a great do- 
¢neatic struggle, not to say revolution. It 
has become customary in these latter 
lays for certain classes in our political 


oclety to rail at the restraints placed 
~ the court upon popular license and 
Governmental absolutism. 

“For a long time we disregarded the 
hoisy clamor as the fuming of the mob /j} 
br the fustian of the demagogue, but 
when at length the threat of secret move- 
ments and operations for the frustrations 


pf the law was spoken, we all recognized 
that the time had fully come for a thor- 
pugh-going campaign of education in re- 
gard to the fundamental principles of our 
entire system of republican government 


and individual liberty. 

“Most largely owing to the efforts of 
President Butler, the pledge to uphold 
the independence of our National Ju- 
fliciary and maintain it in the exercise of 
nll its constitutional powers and func- 
tions unimpaired, was inserted. in the 
platform of one of the great parties, 
grudgingly, indeed, and with a harmful 
modification, but sufficiently to make of 
It one of the chief issues, in my humble 
bpinion, the most important Issue of the 
campaign through which we are now 
moving, 

“This is no ordinary question of party 
politics. Both of the great parties are 
worthily represented in our university, 
and neither of them has taken the stand 
upon this eat subject, which the Con- 
stitution of our country requires. Both 
of them have proposed to interfere with 
the judicial power of the United States, 
vested by the Constitution wholly and 
bolely in the Federal judiciary, by means 
of a statute of Congress. 

“Both of them have proposed to do by 
an act of ordinary legislation that which 
can be rightfully done only by a consti- 
tutional amendment. Both of them have, 
therefore, virtually proposed by legisla- 
live usurpation the gradual development 
of the almighty Legislature, the parlia- 
mentary system, while the system of our 
Republic is, in deepest principle, a sys- 
tem of constitutional limitations » upon 
both the Legislature and the Executive, 
administered by the courts in behalf of 
individual liberty and State autonomy. It 
is, therefore, a great constitutional ques- 
tion which equally concerns the whole 
people and every individual citizen with- 
out regard to any party connections or 
affiliations whatsoever.”’ 

Dean Burgess announced that the uni- 
versity had received from Henry F. Shoe- 
maker and Mrs. Ella de Peyster Shoe- 
maker $10,000 for a memorial to the late 
William Brock Shoemaker of the Colum- 
bia University class of 1902, In the form 
of a fund to aid self-supporting students. 

Dr. James E. Russell, Dean of ‘Teachers 
College, also delivered an address:in which 
he said: 

“College sports are here to stay till 
something better is found. Even football, 
the most malignant of all, is worth play- 
ing, provided it can be a clean sport. I 
have no fear of serious harm from a few 
bruises and sprains and broken bones, 
All these will mend. They are the price 
youth pays for good health and animal 
spirits. They are part of the cost of 
learning how to get on with one’s fellows 
and how to lead and be led in the prac- 
tical affairs of life.’

Chancellor MacCracken Discusses Pol- 
itics and Warns Against Hazing. 
The entering class of New York Univer- 

the. seventy-sixth annual opening 

exercises of which took place yesterday, 
was the largest in the history of the 


university, numbering 150 students . The 
exercises were held in the auditorium on 
Assembly Heights. 

Chancellor MacCracken, in the course of 
his address, touched lightly on the Pres- 
idential campaign, and the higher tone 
of the discussions as compared with cam- 
paigns in the early history of the Repub- 


He also gave warning that hazing 
would not be tolerated in the university. 
The Chancellor said in part: 

“This is the year of our thirty-first 
Presidential election in the United States, 
Among all I like the present campaign 


for the way fn which it has been begun 
better than any other. I have taken 
some part in every Presidential election 
in sixty years, and now the reason why 
I prefer the present’ campaign is that it 
has brought out so far only demonstra- 
tions of brain and of education. 


‘“‘ Noise and fireworks. and . processional 
nonsense have not been heard of up to 
date. Possibly the subscription to neith- 
er one of the campaign funds is. large 
enough for tognfoolery. For the first time 
the candidates for the Presidency have 
taken the stump, establishing a competi- 
tion of brains and of college education. 
Why should not candidates for the Pres- 
idency take the stump if they have brains 
and college training? When sixty years 
ago {it was Zachary Taylor against Lewis 
Cass neither was a man educated in any 
high degree either as a thinker or speak- 
er. I predict that the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1908 will set a precedent for all 
the future. The candidates must be able 
te think and to speak. It must be a com- 
petition of brains and of college training. 

“And this brings me to the one point 
that I want to drive home on our students 
to-day. Thoroughly disciplined brains 
are more than ever at a premium, costly 
and wasteful tomfoolery is at a discount, 
yet I have a letter from the father of one 
of our best students of last year from 
which I quote the following sentences: 

What amazes me is that tn talking on col- 
lege matters with friends from other institu- 
tions of learning hardly do I hear a word 
about anything but athletics. Worse than 
all, when a boy is advised to go in for schol- 
arship and distinction I find that his associ- 
ates seem to regard such distinctions as fel- 
lowships and Phi Beta Kappa as matters of 
almost reproach. There is a disposition 
among fraternity men to annoy any one of 
their company who is ‘‘a long-haired 
grind.” 

“Tr I thought these quotations were a 
true picture of a majority of our stu- 
dents at University Heights, I should quit 
working for college boys and concen- 
trate on such schools as our Veterina: 
College or School ef Commerce, where 
am sure this picture would not hold good. 

“To our entering freshmen I give this 
advice: Keep free from engaging your- 
self to any fraternity till you are sure 
{ts atmosphere will be favorable to study 
and to thought. Go very slowly in choos- 
ing or accepting volunteer advisers. Sub- 
mit to no hazing. Hazing in New York 
University is a crime, and we define 
hazing to be the infliction of physical 
violence on one student by several stu- 
dents against his will, and we punish 
hazing. Keep out of saloons. College boys 
as a whole are the worse for beer drink- 
ing.”’

The work of the Board of Superintend- 
ents, of which Supt. Maxwell is Chair- 
man, was attacked also, and though the 
Superintendent was frequently mentioned, 
he was not called upon to defend his rec- 
ord. 

After declaring that he was in no com- 
bination and was not making any fight 


on Supt, Maxwell, but opposed him when 
he thought him wrong and supported him 
when he believed him right, Commis- 
sioner Higgins said: 

“I_am opposed to Mr. Edson because 
I do not think he has sufficient stamina, 


and is ineapable of the independent 
thought required of a man in so responsi- 


ble a position. I believe he is too much 
dominated by Dr. Maxwell, allowing 
himself to be controlled by the wishes 
and purposes of Dr. Maxwell, instead of 
possessing a will of his own.”’ 

Mr, Higgins admitted that Mr. Edson 
was doing good work in the Bronx, that 
the teachers liked him. 


“T am not in any combination,” said 
Commissioner Jonas, “but I voted against 
the re-election of Mr. Edson at the last 
meeting and I haven’t any apologies to 
make. I do my own thinking and I ex- 
pect to remain a free lance in this body. 


I am opposed to Mr. Edson because I do 


not believe he is doing his own thinking. 
This city pays him $6,500 a year, and I 
think if we are not going to get more 
original, independent service gut of the 
associate Superintendents than Mr. Edson 
gives we ought to abolish the office and 
employ clerks in their places. 

“TI think also that the time has come 


when this board should administer a re- 
buke to the Board of Superintendents. I 
am opposing Mr. Edson's re-election chief- 
ly because he comes up at this time. 
There is constant demand for new studies 
and new problems are continually coming 
up, but the Board of Superintendents does 
nothing to meet the situation. The new 
ideas and the solutions to the problems 
which the Department of Education faces 
don’t come at all unless from’some mem- 
bers of this body.”’ 

“I have looked into Mr. Edson's record 
somewhat since the last meeting,” said 
Commissioner Partridge, ‘‘ and I find that 
he has never done anything of any conse- 
quence as an educator. 

“The teachers and others with whom 
‘he comes in contact in his work do not 
take him seriously,” added Mr. Partridge, 
“and I believe the time has come to put 
strong men, with wills of their own, in 
these important places.”’ 

Commissioner Stern then made a warm 
defense of Dr. Edson’s work. 

“I do not defend Dr. Maxwell,” he 
sald. “He is able to take care of him- 
self; but as Chairman of the Committee 
on Elementary Schools I have seen much 
of Dr. Edson’s work, and I have never 
seen any one more painstaking and careful 
than he, and there’ has never been a 
complaint against him. ‘There would have 
been plenty of*them.unlesg he had done 
well.” . 


Commissioner Harrison sald that not one 
opponent of Dr. Edson had mentioned an 
instance in which. he “had failed to do 
his duty or had shown the incapacity of 
which so much complaint had been made. 

“TI must og disagree with those who 
say that Dr. Edson was not qualified for 
the work here and has erected no monu- 
ment for himself,” said Supt. Max- 
well. ‘His excellent. work as head of 
the Jersey City schools attracted my 
attention to him. He had come from a 
amaller city in a great educational State 
of the Dast, and so successful was his 
work in Jersey City that the State called 
him back there to a position of great trust. 

‘His educational exhibit at the St. Louis 
Exposition was the best ever seen, and 
was @ monument to him. The present 
course of study of New York, devised by 
him, is the model for. every ‘city tn this 
country. They follow in his lead. This 
is a monument to him." 


German Freighter Reports Passing the 
Missing Steamer in the Atlantic. 


With the report that she had passed the 
long overdue steamship Kobe, flying the 
Austrian flag, which sailed from Soura- 
baya for an American port early in Au- 
gust with sugar, the German steamship 
Rauenfels came into port last night. The 
Rauenfels, herself nearly foundered in a 
terrific monsoon which she encountered 
in the Indian Ocean, shortly after she 
sailed from Colombo, Ceylon, for Suez. 
The big freighter shipped so much water 
as she rolled and pitched in the wild seas 
that it is feared some of it may have pene- 
trated into the lower hold. Not until the 
cargo is reached in the process of dis- 
charging, can it be ascertained if the 
freight sustained any damage. 

The Lascars on the Rauenfels, forty-five 
in number, were so frightened b the 
storm that they became panic-stricken, 
and it was all the skipper could do to 
mako his men work the ship during the 
gale. With a cargo valued at over $1,125,- 
000, Capt. Krippner took no chances, and 
ran under reduced hea@way. The freighter 
was a week overdue at Suez. 

Capt. Krippner passed the Kobe on 
Sept. 10. The Austrian ship was then 
plodding along through the Atlantic, and 
owing to her bottom being foul was mak- 
ing little headway against adverse seas 
and winds. It is now feared that the 
vessel ran into the recent hurricane.

The local branches of United Typo- 
thetae are taking up question of 
adopting the eight-hour workday in book 
and job offices in the beginning of the

demands, as the offices of the Typothetae 
are run on the open-shop basis.

Ohio Standard Vice President 
Named with Haskell and Frank 
Rockefeller a Witness Here. 


WON’T DISCUSS THE $500,000 


Nothing to Say on Charge That He 
Was to Help Stop Ohio Prosecu- 
tion—Oil Suit Ends Here. 


F. B. Squire, Vice President of the 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio, one of the 
three men named by ex-Attorney General

Contrary to general expectation, the 
Governing Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change after its protracted meeting yes- 
terday did not make public the action 
taken in regard to the suspended members 
of the failed Stock Exchange house of A. 
O. Brown & Co, nor the findings of the 
Special Investigating Committee of Five 
appointed last month to sift®the charges 
| of matched orders during the wild half- 
| day session of Saturday, Aug. 22. 

Late jast night, however, HB, F. Buchan- 
an of the failed firm issued a statement 
which indicates that the partners are 
not expecting any mercy from the com- 
mittee. Mr. Buchanan at the same time 
made public the charges brought against 
the firm, together with their defense, 
which, he said, would enable the public 
to judge whether they had violated ‘‘ any 
rules, regulations, or practices of the 
Exchange.” 

“Mr. Brown and Mr. Young, as well 
as myself,” he said, ‘‘are exceedingly in- 
dignant at the treatmenf received at the 
hands of the Governing Committee to-day. 
It may have been all right according to 
their method of conducting such proceed- 
ings, nevertheless we felt very much hut. 
But we will not go into that.’’ 
Official Story of Brown 

Plunge. 


The charges against the two board 
members of the firm were contained in 
the report of the special committee made 
on Sept. 19. A copy of this document, 
which was sent to the members of the 
firm, Mr. Buchanan made public last 
night. After citing that A. O. Brown and 
Lewis Ginter Young’ had been guilty of 
‘conduct and proceedings inconsistent 
with just and equitable principles of 
trade,” the special committee's report says 
that on Aug. 19 A. O. Brown & Co, had 
commitments on the short side amounting 
to about $61,900 shares of stock, and that 
their entire available resources, including 
their bank balances and securities on 
hand, both in the City of New York and 
in branch offices, were insufficient to 
cover an advance of so much as 1 per 
cent. in the price of the securities of 
which they were short. ‘ 

On the following day, the 20th of August, 
the firm had commitments on the short 
side amounting to about 862,350 shares, 
and that upon that day their entire avail- 
able resources were insufficient to cover 
an advance of so much as 1 per cent. in 
the price of the securities of which they 
were short; and that on the following 
day their commitments had risen to about 
481,000 shares, at which time their entire 
available resources were insufficient to 
cover an advance of so much as 1 pér 
cent. in the price of the securities of 
which they were short. 

The report goes on to find: 

That the enormous commitments of sald 
firm upon the short side were wholly un- 
justified by their capital or resources, and 
that in entering into the game they were 
guilty in the highest degree of reckless- 
ness and imprudence, and that upon each 
of the days above mentioned the firm was 
in imminent danger of failure and in- 
solvency, and was not possessed of requisite 
capital or resources to enable them by pur-

advance in the market, 

That the said firm well knew that it 
would ‘be impossible for. them to-go into 
the market and purchase the number of 
shares of stock necessary to cover their 
short interest without, as a result of such 
purchases and in the process thereof, ad- 
vancing the prices of securities to an 
extent which would more than absorb their 
available assets. 

That although they already had commit- 
ments on the short side of the market far 
beyond their ability to cover by purchases 
in any ordinary or legitimate way, the said 
firm, realizing the hopelessness of their 
condition, formed the desperate scheme of 
creating demoralization and panic in the 
minds of investors and others dealing on 
the New York Stock Exchange, to the end 
that thereby they might be enabled to cover 
their short interest by purchases of securi- 
tiles at the lower prices which might be ex- 
pected to be the natural result of such de- 
moralization and panic. 


The Final Day of Disaster. 


Although their financial condition had 
not improved, the report says that on 
Aug. 22 the firm gave many members of 
the Stock Exchange enormous orders for 
the sale of securities amounting to more 
than 538,000 shares. The members who 
executed them had every reason to be- 
lieve, the report says, that they were or- 
ders given out in the ordinary course of 
business, 

At the same time. and in order to cover 


their short commitments and to take ad- 
vantage of the demoralization in prices 
which they expected would result from 
such enormous selling, the firm distrib- 
uted orders for the purchase of securities 
sold by them amounting in the aggregate 
to more than 750,000 shares. 

The report concludes by saying that not 
only did the firm undertake to impart to 
the market, to the great injury of invest- 
ors, holders, and dealers in securities, un- 
true and fictitious evidence of demorali- 
zation ‘and panic, but gave to their fel- 
low-members a vast number of orders for 
the purchase and sale of an enormous 
amount of securities, and thus involved 
themselves toward their fellow-members 
in responsibilities and commitments vast- 
ly in excess of those which they had any 
reason to believe they could fulfill, and 
thereby placed. a large number of their 
fellow-members of the Stock Exchange in 
imminent danger of heavy pecuniary loss. 

“All of which conduct and proceeding 
on the part of the said firm was ‘ incon- 
sistent with just and equitable principles 
of trade, and moreover contrary to those 
high standards of commerciai honor and 
integrity among its members, the mainte- 
nance whereof is one of the fundamental 
objects of the New York Stock Ex- 
change.”

GRAPE MEN FIGHT W. C. T. U. 


Organize to Resist War on Sale of 
Wine—Dr. Parkhurst with Them. 


The growers of grapes in the United | 
States have united with the makers of | 
wine to fight the campaign in many parts! 
of the country to prohibit the sale of 
wines and their transportation from a 
non-prohibition to a prohibition State. 
The American Wine Growers’ Association, 
which has up to this time been made up 
mainly of manufacturers, held a meeting 
at the Arkwright Club in New York yes- 
terday, which was largely attended by 
grape growers, who were anxious to lend 
all the ald they could in the fight. 

It was decided to organize a campaign 
against the attacks made upon the grape 
and wine industry by the W. C. T. U. 
and the Anti-Saloon League. Those pres- 
ent agreed to submit to an assessment 
of 25 cents upon each acre of grapes to 
finance the fight. 

Several speeches were made, and three 
or four resolutions were introduced by 
delegates from all parts of the country. 
It was contended that the manufacture | 
and sale of pure American wines made! 
for temperance, not for intemperance.

FIRES REACH BARED ZONES. 


20,000 Acres of Timber Destroyed In 
Adirondacks—Danger Not Over. 


NORTH CREEK, N. Y., Sept. 23.—After 
days of ceaseless battling with the forest 
fires that have been destroying thousands 
of acres of timber land throughout the 
Adirondacks, and which threatened to 
spread to villages and Summer resorts, 
the army of fire fighters to-night suc- 
ceeded in checking the more serious fires. 
The situation is greatly Improved. 

When it was realized some days ago 
that the fires could not be controlled by 
ordinary methods, the volunteer fire fight. 
ers dug wide trenches, and belts of timber 
were cut down around the burning for- 
ests. In many places the fire reached 
these zones to-night. The flames did 
not leap across the bare patches. Very 
few of the fires have been extinguished, 
however, and there ifs still great danger. 

Estimates received to-day from the Su- 
pervisors of all the towns near by indi- 
cate that 20,000 acres of timber have been 
burned, and that the fires in this vicinity 
extended over a radius of thirty miles. 
There are many other fires at a distance 
from here, the biggest ones being in Es- 
sex County, near the towns of North 
Hudson and Moriah. Supervisor John 
Carson estimates that 8,000 acres of tim- 
ber have been burned there, There are 
also fires in Hamilton County, the more 
serious ones being near To Pond, twenty 
miles south of here. 

The banks of smoke hung so thickly 
over this section that in some villages 
it was impossible to see across the streets. 
Trains from Saratoga and other cities are 
greatly delayed, as running is rendered 
dangerous by the smoke. 

MALONE, N. Y., Sept. 23.—This prom- 
ises to be a poor season for deer. The 
forest fires and continued drought have 
so dried the undergrowth that the faint- 
est sound is carried for great distances, 
the crackling of a twig sometimes being 
heard half a mile away. The deer season 
has been open now for ten days, and only 
two deer have been brought into Malone, 
Reports from St. Lawrence County yes- 
terday show that only four deer have 
been killed,

John D. Rockefeller appears for the first 
time in the réle of author’ in a series of 
| articles on ‘* Some Random Reminiscences 
;of Men and Events,’’ the first 6f which 
will appear on Friday in the October issue 
{of The World's Work. The articles are 
j}accompanied by fac simile reproductions 
{of the cramped but careful handwriting 
| in which Mr. Rockefelle forth in 
; autobiographic style what he terms “‘ the 
}events, great and small, which have made 
lup the incidents of his work and pleas- 
ure.”’ 

The author says at the outset that on @ 
‘rainy morning when golf is wanting “I 
am tempted to become a garrulous old 
man, and tell some stories of men and 
things which have happened in an active 
life.” He refers to the extent to which 
jhe has been associated with interesting 
| people, especially in the business world. 

“If one talks about one’s experience,” 
jhe continues, ‘ there is a natural tempta- 
| tion to charge one with traveling the easy 
} road to egotism; if one keeps silence the 
jinference of wrongdoing is sometimes even 
|more difficult to meet, as it would then 
| be said that there is no valid defense to 
| be offered. 
| “It has not been my ¢ustom to press 
my affairs forward into public gaze, but 
I have come to see that if my family and 
friends want some record of things which 
might shed Nght on matters that have 
| been somewhat discussed, it is right that 
I should yield to their advice, and in thig 
informal way go over again some of the 
events which have made Ife interesting 
to me.” 

Mr. Rockefeller gives as another reason 
for speaking now that “if a tenth of the 
things that have been said are true, then 
dozens of able and faithful men who have 
been associated with me, many of whom 
have passed away, must have been guilty 
of grave faults. For myself I had decided 
to say nothing, hoping that after my death 
the truth would gradually come to the 
surface, and posterity would do strict jus 
tice; but while I live and can testify te 
certain things it seems fair that I should 
refer to some points which I hope will 
help to set forth several much-discussed@ 
| happenings in a@ new light. I am con- 
| Vinced that they have not been fully un- 
derstood.

'all corporations because some are bad, or 
even to be unduly suspicious of all, bée- 
‘cause some are bad. But the corporation 
lin form and character has come to stay~ 
that is a thing that may be depended 
upon 

“Tt is too late to argue about advan- 
tages of industrial combinations. They 
are a necessity. And if Americans are 
to have the privilege of extending their 
| business in all the States of the Union 
land into foreign countries as well, they 
are a necessity on a large scale, and re- 
quire the agency of more than one core 
poration.” 
| Mr. Rockefeller recalls what he said at 
an official hearing, that “if I were to 
suggest any legislation regarding indus-

Parallels in Price Movements,

Two answers were readily given to the 
question often asked yesterday as to the 
influence which stayed the decline.

They are supposed to 
hawe bought stocks because they thought 
them cheap. The other answer, which 
may or may not reflect part cf the argu- 
ment of the first, was to the effect that 
the shorts were oovering.

Selling Rumors in Motion.

CONSUMPTION OF COTTON. _ 


Census Bureau Shows Decrease In 
Running Bales. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The Census 
Bureau’s report shows a total of 4,575,488 
running bales consumed in the United 
States during the year ended Aug. 81 
last, compared with 4,984,986 for 1907. 

The total stocks on Aug. 31, 1908, were 
1,233,628, of which 596,482 bales represent 
manufacturers’ stocks and 637,196 in the 
hands of other holders. The total num- 
ber of spindles was 27,845,531, compared 
with 26,939,415 last year. There were 
27,399,896 spindles in 1908, which consumed 
some cotton, and 445,685 were idle 
throughout the year. Thetdtal present 


spindles are classified as 22,014,561 ring 
and 4,930,970 mule, The total number of 
cotton consuming spindles was 25,811,681 
for 1906. 

The statistics of cotton taken and con- 
sumed and of stocks are for all estab- 
lishments using raw cotton, includin 
cotton mills, woolen mills, hosiery, an 
knit goods establishments, those engaged 
in the manufacture of mattresses, and the 
like; statistics of cotton consuming spin- 
dles inciude those which consumed cot- 
ton only during the year and do not in- 
clude those which consumed cotton mixed 
with other fibres. The totals of the 
table include 6,696 bales of foreign cotton 
in 1908 and 8,665 in 1907 consumed by 
manufacturers in the cotton growing 
States and 100,866 bales in 1908 and 181,- 
703 bales in 1907 consumed by manu- 
facturers in all other States. The statis- 
tics of both domestic and foreign cotton 
are in running bales, gross weight. 

The full report, ene y States 
detailed statistics and other data regard- 
ing the cotton industry in this and other 
countries, will be ready for distribution 
the latter part of October. The statistics 
in this report for 1908 are preliminary 
and subject to slight corrections in the 
final report, 

Of the total there were 10,093,960 active 
spindles und 2,256,613 bales consumed in 
what are known as the cotton growing 
States, in which States there were 65%,- 
489 bales held on Aug. 81, of which 118,- 
188 were in manufacturers’ hands. 


IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Some Heavy Orders Recelved While 
Exports Increase. 


The leading trade journals report en- 
couraging developments in the iron and 
steel trade during the past week, which 
include an order for 20,000 tons of steel 
pipe, 56, tons of sheet bars for export, 
and 30,000 tons of structural shapes. Ex- 
port trade is reported to be reaching a 
flourshing condition. The Iron Age says: 
} The export trade in fron and steel from 

this countr~ has now reached normal pro- 

portions, and the outlook is for a develop- 
ment to a flourishing condition, During the 
last week there has been sold for export to 

Great Britain one block of 56,000 tons of 

sheet bars, for delivery during the next 

four months, at a satisfactory price, 

In addition to former gales of. structural 
and other roiled materia! there has been 
closed a contract for 30,000 tons of shapes, 
&0o., with a large Canadian manufacturing 
interest, 

A 4,000-ton lot of structural material has 
been poe in the Argentine, and South 
Africa taken one block of 500 tons of 
sheets, all of one size. 

The pig iron markets are quiet in all seo- 
tions except in Eastern Pennsylvania. In 
manufactured iron and steel the banner 
order of the week has been that calling for 
20,000 tons of steel pipe for the Columbia 
Gas and Electrical Company, a line which 
is to convey natural gas from the West 
Virginia fields to Cincinnati, 

The steel rail trade continues very quiet, 
but there is an inquiry in the market for 
28,000 tons, 

While the outlook for structural material 
is ype ae eg reports 80,000 tons of 
live projects for bridges and buildings—the 
actual business closed is not large. 


The Iron Trade Review says: 


The Oliver Iron Mining Company is call- 
ing for proposals on a large concentrator 
plant on the western end of the Mesaba 
range, involving an expenditure of $1,500,- 
000. The announcement that the Upson 
Nut Company is planning to build an open 
hearth steel plant at Cleveland is a manifes- 
tation of the growing unwillingness of 
manufacturers to pay freight charges on 
semi-finished material from Pittsburg to 
their plants. The St. Paul Railroad will 
build 6,000 steel under frame cars,

PRODUCE EXCHANGE PLAN. 


New Membership Proposed Exempt 
from Gratulty Fund Charges. 


The special committee of the Produce 
Exchange appointed last June to devise 
ways of modifying the gratuity fund obli- 
gations of members, which have long been 
a cause of dissatisfaction to a large num- 
ber of the brokers, has agreed upon a 
plan which will be voted upon on Oct. 14. 
It is proposed to create a new class of 


membership which will have all of the 
privileges of the Exchange, but will not 
share in the Exchange’s property or the 
gratuity fund, nor have the right to vote 
or hold office. 

Regular memberships under the plan 
are to be exchangeable for these ‘ asso- 
ciate ’’ memberships, which in return for 
the property and other rights abrogated 
are relieved from the assessments which 
have made participation in the gratuity 
fund an undesired burden to the younger 
members, whose membership in the Bx.

Steamships Couldn’t Make Port for a 
Time Yesterday—Ferries Disorganized 


A heavy fog early yesterday morning 
placed almost a complete embargo on 
shipping for the time being. The curtain 
lifted in the afternoon, but with darkness 
the mist again rolled in from the sea. 
The ferry services were hampered, the 
line between Thirty-ninth Street and the 
Battery and the Hamilton and Atlantic 
Avenue Ferries haying to suspend for a 
time in the morning. 

The revenue cutters’ early morning trip 
was given up, because it was then s0 
thick that vessels could not get to port to 
be boarded. The only vessel to do so was 
the St. Leonards, from Antwerp, which 
anchored off the Quarantine Station on 
Tuesday night. It was nearly 10 o’clock 
before she ventured to her pier. 

Both the Oceanic and the Mauretania, 
which sailed, had tugboats to lead them 
down the bay. There was very little navi- 
gation on the water, and only the tugs and 
other craft having business ventured from 
shore until the lightening of the mist in 
the afternoon.
